of Columbia coroner, said final 
certification of cause of death 
will follow further Investigation. 


Chavez, 55, a Washington law- 


yer who had worked as an aide 
and campaign manager for his 
father before the senior Chavez' 
death 
In 
1962, died Sunday 


shortly after he was found un- 
conscious on the floor of a Jail 
cell. 
Police said Chavez was ar- 


rested after he was seen stag- 
gering on a Washington street. 
He was charged with drunken- 
ness. 
Dr. Welton said the autopsy 


showed Chavez suffered brain 
contusions and bleeding from 
mem&anesu'l'jsurrtunding - 'the 
"brain and that the injuries aj$ 
parently were suffered in a fall 
several days before his death. 
Dr. Welton said the injuries 
could have produced the stag- 
gering. 


Chavez was the son of the late 


Sen. Dennis Chavez who served 
In the Senate from 1935 until his 
death. 


Like his father, the younger 


Chavez was born on the family 
ranch in Los Chavez, N.M., 
which had belonged to the fami- 
ly since 1769 when the King of 
Spain gave it to them as a land 
grant. 


Chavez, a bachelor, won the 


silver and bronze stars for hero- 
ism during World War n serv- 
ice as a U.S. Marine.

clared, "I Intend ... to support 
the Democratic nominee, and 
pray to God that every black 
man and every minority In this 
country does the same thing," 
adding: 


"I'm a black man first, an 


American second and then I will 
support 
a political party- 


third." 


He appeared on the NBC-TV 


program, "Searchlight." 


Dissatisfaction with his own 


party was expressed by one Ne- 
gro delegate to the GOP conven- 
tion In Miami Beach, Fla., who 
commented at a private meet- 
ing, "The black voter has gener- 
ally been disenchanted with the 
Republican party for so long 
that, In order for the GOP to re- 
capture any significant numbers 
of blacks, they will have to offer 
far more than they have to 
date."

This way 
the bedroom will be the first 
room to receive the cooling 
breezes from outside, 


In a two-story house, install 


the fan on an upper floor. 
Warm air tends to rise and 
cool air will be closer to the 
ground. This is the air that 
will fill the house as the up- 
stairs air is vented out. 


While vou can get massive 


window fans, the sort that will 
do the best job is the built-in 
attic fan. If you own your own

PARIS (AP) - A North Viet- 


namese spokesman today blast- 
ed both the Republican and 
Democratic parties of the Unit- 
ed States, but saved a special 
attack for the Republican presi- 
dential candidate, Richard M. 
Nixon. 


The way was left open for 


more specific criticism of the 
Democratic candidate after that 
party's convention later this 
month. 


Nguyen Thanh Le, spokesman 


for the North Vietnamese dele- 
gation at the Paris peace talks 
with the United States, went 
into American politics at a news 
conference. 


He said that the Republican 


platform and Nixon's personal 
stand could not possibly lead to 
an end to the Vietnamese war. 


Le asserted he did not want to 


interfere with the internal af- 
fairs of the United States, but 
thought it was pertenint to give 
his views on Republican state- 
ments concerning Vietnam. He 
added that he was not referring 
to any policies of Nixon other 
than those concerning Vietnam. 


Le referred to the platform 


plan on Vietnam adopted by the 
Republicans at 
Miami Beach 


and said "this program does not 
propose the unconditional halt 
of bombing and other acts of 
war against the Peoples Demo- 
cratic Republic of (North) Viet- 
nam, and does not speak of 
withdrawing American troops 
from Vietnam." 


These have been two of the 


principal demands of the North 
Vietnamese at Paris. 


Furthermore, Le argued that 


before the Paris talks opened 
Nixon had recommended an in- 
tensification 
and extension of 


the war in Vietnam. He quoted 
Nixon as saying that he refused 
to "sell out" South Vietnam. 


"Nixon has pushed impudence 


to the limit in considering the 
southern part of our country as 
his property," Lesaid. 


Le also said that such an atti- 


tude shows that Nixon recom- 
mends a perpetuation of the di- 
vision of the country and a con- 
tinued policy of neocolonialism 
in South Vietnam. 


Le volunteered his comments 


on the Republican party and 
Nixon at the news conference. 
When a reporter asked if he had 
anything to say about the Demo- 
cratic party or perhaps Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey, 
Le said his government has of- 
ten condemned the policies of 
the Democratic administration. 


As for the candidates for the 


Democratic nomination he said 
"up to now we do not have 
enough information" 
to com- 


ment. 


He said the Paris talks "have 


made no progress and the Unit- 
ed States government must bear 
full responsibility." 


When asked about a state- 


ment attributed to Humphrey 
that peace was nearer than at 
any time, Le said "this declara- 
tion is inexact,"
